To-day Tue Constirvtion completes tbe 
atory of the devastation left by the storm 
which struck across the state in two lines. 
The first intimation the great bulk 
of the people had of the 
terrible visitation wasfrom the columns of 
Tux ConstiTUTION, Which, by the rarest man- 
agement, cuught the siorm upon its fligbt 
and kept tack of it until it was lost in the 
hills oO] North Carolina, ‘ 

To-day we present some incidents of the 
Jisaster in Georgia. Greater detail, however, 
is given of the progress of the storm in Caro- 
linas. In Alabama 40 persons were killed; 
‘yn Georgia 200; in South Carolina 80, and in 
Alabama 50, making a total of 570 lives. The 
joss to property in the four states must be 
considerably over $2,000,000, 

The Deatrvetion in Alabama. 

Rome, Ga., February 21—The Courier of this 
morning publishes a special from Amberson, Ala 
bama, which says: The cyclone which passed from 
Germania direct to Grantville,then through Goshen 
up by the factory and by Frog mountain, killed 
people by the sections. Olid man Wilsen Johnson, 
ipe widow Jonesand twoof Lainer Parker’s chil- 
lren were alu killed, and at least twenty more will 
die.

He does not know 
where it came from, but it must have been blown 
a considerable distance. 


The Wind at Talladcga, Alabama. 

TALLADEGA, February 2i.—The rain has fallen 
bere every day for the past days. The river is very 
high and Still rising. On last Tucsday evening we 
were visited by a terrific wind and rain, unroofing 
‘he new brick storehouses of Dr, 1. M. Stephens and 
W. L. Echols. The tin roofing, rafters, all, were 
hurled directiy over the front of the building into 
Broad street demolishing an ox team loaded with 
meat standing in front of the building. The team 
was owned by a poor, hard-working farmer, and 
the citizens soon made upasmail purse and pre- 
sented him, 

The weather vein on the Kittrell house wa 
blown away. and Wilson & Bros. flourivg mills 
suffered cousiderable. 

A Nob e Act. 

BikMINGHAM, Ala., February 21.—Sufficient strag- 
gling news of the cyclone continues Coming in to 
make it the general topic of conversation. There 
are no additional deaths to report since last night. 
A negro man at Brock’s Gap, during the hardest 
part of the storm, ran half a mile up the Louisville 
and Nashville track through the terrible hail ard 
rain to flag the down freight train he knew to be 
The flecged train was coming at full speed, 
down grade, and in two minutes would have 
crashed intothe fallea trees, enough; to tear every 
car to piaces

The Story of Cave Spring. 

CAVE SPRING, February 21--A gentleman 
As I stepped upon my porch at 1:30 o'clock I noticed 
miles away inthe southwest, a cloud, black as ink, 
resembling in shape aschool boy’s top, and turn- 
ing as rapid, seemingly, as evera boy in his pride 
made his top to whirl. The small end of the fun- 
nel danced along upon the earth, drawing iut> its 
fatal vaccuum everything within its reach. The 
roar, similar to a doz-u cr more railway trains, was 
almost deafening. In a few moments our beautiful 
Village would have been a mass of ruins. A few 
miles away, under the guidance of an unseen haad, 
its course was turned and the cyclone followed the 

alley. 

Near the Alabama line there are no less than 

fifteen families homeless and 
Withiao five miles of this 
dozen families are homeless. 

ASAD INCIDENT. 

Tne death of Mr, Gaillard, is especially sad, his 
wife had just Jeft home on the’train to visita friend, 
Miss Georgia Hight, at Anniston, Alabama, who 
was ill and who died yesterday. This good lady 
was called from the death bed of a valued friend to 
viewa home in utter ruin, and to see her husband 
& mangled corpse. 

Qaeofthe daughtersis absent in Charleston 5. 
C., the other two were at a friend’s at the time Mr. 
Gaillard was killed. This family is bighly connec: 
ted in South Carolina, and Mr. Gaillard served as 
& private the entire war in the confederate army, 
haviug volunteered with the first soldiers leaving 
his native siate. This family loose not only their 
home but everything of value that was in the 
house; loss estimated at about $2,000. 

A Strange Story From Heard. 

NEWNAN, Ga., February 21—Mr. J. B, Sims, who 
lives in Heard county, tells a curious cyclone story. 
He wasat the house of W. T. Meriwether, his 
brotherin law. He says: 

“WhenlI heard the storm coming I knew what it 
Was, forl’d been in cyclones before. I ran to the 
@00r and Jooked out. The fannelshaped cloud 
Was Coming, with the lower edges curling, and as 
White assnow. I braced myself against the door, 
Catching my sister with one hand, Instantly the 
Wind caught us. The house was shattered ina 
flash,and we were thrown tothe ground. I was 
deafened and stunned. When I came to my senses 
the right leg of my breeches was torn off and gone. 
And, incredible as it sounds, the sole of my right 

shoe had been wrenched off and the upper steck of 
the shoe hung around my ankle.” 

“Had the house disappeared ?”’ 

“There was not a trace of it left. The p’ace where 
it stood was asclean as a floor. There was nota 
morsei of food left,not a piece of crockery—literally 
nothing. The coru-crib had gone and the corn 
with i. The same wastrue at Mr. B. F. Grady’s 
#nd Mr Columbus Bird’s. The destitution is com- 
diete. Not a stitch ef clothing, food or furniture is 
to be found where two darsago stood happy ant 
Prosperous homes.”’

The large 
warehouse built of brick was completely demolish- 
ed and some of the top was blown over into Ogee- 
chee swamp, five miles off. Among the sufferers 
are the following: Cornelius Jordan, dwelling 
house blown all to piec2s and his little boy’s leg 
broken; his barn also blown down and two mules 
killed. Mrs Kennedy, house unroofed and furni- 
ture badly dameged; all ot her outhouses blown 
away, including a store house. 

Tt. L. Brown—Store blown down and a large 
stock of goods blown away and otherwise damaged 
Two of his cierks were badly hurt. 

Brown and Hall—Store blown down and goods 
scattered in every direction. 

Dr. A T. Cheatham—Store blown down and a 
Stock of drugs entirely suined. 

Messrs. Henderson’s sons lost their store and 
goods, 

John Hudson’s wife badly hurt by their house 
jailing on her. 

Dr. A. T Cheatham’s house was badly izjered 
and his barn and stables demolished. 

Messrs. Gibbs Bros, blacksmith and carriage 
shop entirely ruined as well as contents. 

John I, Palmer lost his store and goods and had 
his dwelling unroofed.

AN IRON SAFE BLUWN AWAY. 

Isawan iron safe which the owner said weighed 
2,700 pounds, that had been blown away with the 
stere fully fifty feet from where it had stood. Per 
sous in the cyclone said that it did not last over a 
minute, and many say not that long.

50,000 to $100,000, 


Burned Up Necar Doravilie. 

DORAVILLE, Ga., February 21.—About two pours 
later in the day is second cyclone 
struck the ground in full force, at 
or near Candy mili, iearing down houses, 
fencesand everthing in its course. Among the suf- 
ferers are John Duncan, whote house was blown to 
the ground. His wife has been sick for a long time. 
Fortunately she was unhurt by the falling tim 
bers, but was drenched with the rain and was yes 
terdaiy in @ very critical condition. Among thore 
who suffered most was Mr. Pounds. It seemed to 
have struck him with double force, tearing down 
every building on his place. His house, a new frame 
buildiog of ten rooms, was blown cown and burned 
up, supposed to have caught from the fire in the 
fireplace. Mr. Pounds aud two of his children re- 
ceived slight injuries from the falling timbers. 

The Oyclone i» Madlaon. 

ATHENS, Ga., February 21.--There has not been 
much news fromthecyclone today. It seems to 
have exhansted itself in the upper portion of 
Madison county. Some parties from Athens were 
in the upper portion of Banks county, near the 
Wofford old place, and saw the cyclonein all its 
fury. They say it is the most fearful sight ever be- 
held. That the noise was like a thousand trains in 
motion, and that it swept the trees from the moun- 
tains clean.

CoLuMBUS, Ga., February 21.—The damages by 
Tuesday's cyclove are beiug rapidly repaired. Re- 
porta from Talbot county say that a heavy hail 
storm visited the eutire county,doing much dam. 
age tothe rourg and growingcrop. As it was ex- 
pected, THE CONSTITUTION has given the fullest 
reports of the storm. Its columns were cager y 
seanned byits thousands of reacers yesterday and 
to-day. 

Bcencea at Davisbeoro. 

Macon, Ga. February 2i—N. Dunwoody, the well 
known salesman of Coleman & Co,was inthe 
storm at Davishoro. The house he was in blew 
down, and he narrowly escaped death. Melyille, 
the general agent of the Domestic sewir g machine 
company, was stopping atthe same house, He was 
in the yard when the storm came. It blew him 
200 yards. His internal injuries were very severe 
Dunwoedy heard him groaning and went to his 
assistance. 

The Gale in South Carolina: 

Cotumpra, 8. C., February 21.—Additional re- 
poris concerning the storm are coming in from re 
mote seciious of tbe state. The loss of life and 
the destruction of property are far greater than at 
first supposed. Itis now estimated that not less 
than 80 persons were killed and more then 100 in- 
jured. In Newberry county great damage was 
done. In Chester the destruction was vast. In 
Darlington a dozen of houses were swept away and 
nine persons killed. At Ellenton six negroes were 
killed, and at Manning three children were crush- 
ed beneath falling walls. In the southwestern sec- 
tion of the state untold Gamage was done tothe 
plantations, and several small settlements were de- 
populated. The injury to forests is past calcula- 
ting, and thousands of horses, sheep, swine and 
mules were killed and injured. The storm left 
South Carolina and entered Nerth Carolina near 
Rockingham. Great loss of life followed. The 
storm was beyond coubt the most disastrous ever 
known in the south. 

THE DESOLATION IN CHESTER. 

CHARLOTTE N. C., February 21.—Advices to the 
Observer from South Carolipa show that Chester. 
8. C., forty-four miles from Charlotte, suffered se- 
verely from the s‘orm. 1 he first telegram received 
here was to a hardware house, ordering that forty 
cases of tin be sent immediately to Chester to re- 
piace roofs torn away by the storm. The second was 
a telegram to Chie! of Police McNinuch, requesting 
him to send at once as Many Carpenters and brick 
masons as he could find, as trey were wanted to 
work immediately, repairing the 
damages. The third telegram was & 
special dispatch to the Opserver, which 
told the tale of the night’s work in the following 
language: ‘‘Asevere storm with heil struck the 
main part of Chester last night. The damage done 
isgreat. The roofsof the bank and many ofthe 
stores were torn entirely off. The Baptist and Pres- 
byterian churches, the Catawba oil mill and many 
private dwellings are either wholly or partly demol. 
ished. The powerand strepgih of the storm were 
unparalleled. Freight cars at the depot were lifted 
from the track and set upon the platform. Main 
street was filled with bricks andrubbish. The 
amount of damage can hardly es- 
timated now but it can’t fall much sho 50, 
000. The Bapust church was demolished, bel- 
fry of the Presbyterian chuch was blown down and 
the bell was ledged fifty yards distant; one story 
of the oil mill was blown completely away, the en- 
gine wrecked and the premises torn up generally; 
fout bex cars were blown fromthe track and one 
of them was lifted bodily upon Wwe platform; whe 
colored Beptht church was irjured: tin fiom 
the roofs was found a mile away. The principal 
sufferers among the citizens were: Dr, Davega, 
Richard Cousar, Lawyer Sanders, P. Nail & Son 
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| and Charlie Cobb, besides many others. Mr. Char- 


lie Cobb and family were at supper when the roof 
of che house fell into the sitting room ffoor. 
DEATH AND DISASTER AT WINNSBORO. 

At Winnsboro. 8. C., the storm wasthe severest 
everknown, The wind came from the southwest 
and was eccompanied by hail, lightning and rain. 
Trees were uprooted by the hundreds and fences 
were demolished ia all directions. It was ata 
‘mall settlement thirteen miles from Winnsboro 
that the severest damage was done. The s‘orm 
struck this setilement with terrific force 
com pletely demolishing fifteen houses 
killing three negroes, names unknown, ang 
an aged white lady named Mrs. Sterling, besides 
wounding several others+everely. The house in 
which Mrs. Sterling resided, was torn all to pieces. 
Atthe timethe blow came herson and daughter 
were in the house with her. They were both 
blown out ofthe house and lodged in a large tree 
that was standing in the yard, escaping with revere 
bruises, Theireged mother was crushed to deaih 
in the falling timbers. The damage and losses 
about Winreboro are calculated by the thousands, 
aud cannot be correctly ascertaived until several 
of the neighboring pleces are heard from. 

SENECA, 8. C.. February 21—Reports heve 
reached here which indicate that the storm which 
passed through Anderson and Newberry counties 
yesterday was fearfully destructive to life and 
property. At Chappell’s, on the Columbia and 
Greenville railroad, every house was demolished. 
Two loaded cars were blown 90 feet from the rail- 
road track. Mr,C.D. Shuford, of this place, was kilied 
and willbe brought here to-night. He was super 
intending the work on the new depot. Mr. Crocks 
was killed near Anderson, 8. C., aud two houses at 
that place were unroofed. Timber and fences were 
blown down at a point about four miles south of 
this place, but no loss of life or serious damage to 
property is reported.

The Wreck ai Roekingbam. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 2:.—-The Observer 
this morning gives fuller details of the Rockingham 
tragedy. It wasat niveo’clock Wednesday moruivg 
thata wagon drove intotbe public square at Kocking- 
ham with a load of eleven dead bocies three 
white men and eight colored men, all ghas:ly with 
bloody mutilations, The bodies came from a set 
tlement known as Philadelphia, located two miles 
from Rockingham. It was mostly a mgroa settle 
meut, aud contained about twenty five cabins. As 
the sun rose upon Philadelphia Wednesday, not & 
house was to be seen. The trees surrounding the 
late settlement were all uprocted or twisted off at 
the tops aud carried miles from the scene. The 
single street of the settlement was obliiterat 
ed by the mass of recks, brick, logs, plank, shia- 
gles, fence railsand other debris ofthe unforiu 
nate village. Theruins of one house were inter- 
micgled with the ruins of another, and overa!) 
desolation reigned supreme. The storm struck 
the settiement xbout9o’cluck Monday Light ana 
all the destruction was wrought within the space 
cia few minutes. Not a house escaped. The 
panic stricken inhabitants rushed out into the 
sireet, only to be blown clear ofthe fiying debris 
or to be knocked down and buried under it. It 
was @ scene that chilled the blecd 
with terror, Above the roar of 
the cyclone and the crash of tim 
bers were heard the voices of women calling their 
, Usbands or children, husbands calling their wives 
and children calling their parents. To mostci 
the cries there came responses, but under the 
wreckage of the ruined cotlages were many whore 
lips had been sealed and whose ears were deaf io 
allearthly appeals. With the terror and demora!- 
ization naturally attending such a scece, but little 
could be done before daylight in the way of search- 
iug for the bodies, but after dawn a rescuing party 
was organized and search was begun among the 
ruins, 

A GHASTLY DISCOVERY. 

One of the first bodies discovered wasthatofa 
white man named John Daikin He was a large, 
fleshy man, weigiving 175 or 2(0 pounds and as his 
body was unearthed from the debris, a shockiug 
sight was revealed. Piercing his abdomon from 
side to side was a piece of splintered timber as large 
around asa man’s leg. Tae timber was not re- 
moved bui allowed toremain in Daikiu’s body as 
it was found untilthe body was taken to Rocking 
ham. The search wascoutinued uniil the bodies 
of twomore white menand eight negroes wer 
rocovered. All bore terrible marks, 
some having broken arms, legs and 
ribs, others mashed about the body 
aud others whose heads were crushed in. The 
shocking load was placed ina wsgon aud c mvyeyed 
to Rockingham. Upon the arrival at Rocking- 
ham, tre bodies were taken out of the wegon and 
laid in a row for identity. The wagon tben re 
turned to the scene of the disaster for more bodies, 
as it was known that ail bad not been ricovered 
from the ruins, The searching party had not gone 
over more than half the town, and asa number of 
colored people ere still reported missing, it is 
thought their bodies will be found under the 
portion of the ruins notat that timereached. It is 
believed thatthe number of the killed will reach 
twenty or more. 

HOW THE sTORM CAME UP. 


The center of the storm in thisstate struck the out 
skirisof the town of Rockingham, and with such 
sudden fury that the people were unable to esc: pe 
from their houses. The buildings were blown 
down into timbers. Some bodies were found 
under the fragments and others were carried by 
the wind 150 to 200 yards. A woman was found 
clesping to her breast an infant scarcely a month 
old. Both were dead. The bodies of the vic'i s 
were terribly bruisedand cut. The force of the wind 
was such that two mill stones were moved 100 feet 
Chickens and birds were found picked clean ex: 
cept the feathers on thei: heads. The largest trees 
was uprooted, and the smaller ones had all the 
bark stripped from theirtrunks. The storm first 
made its appearance at7.30 p.m., coming from a 
southwesterly direction from Hamlet, Richmond 
county, N.C. Theeastern sky was overshadowed 
by dark flying clouds tinged with red, growing 
thicker every minute, and the red. tinge 
assuming a hue of fire, At 8:30 there 
was a heavy fall of rain and hail, the heaviest of 
clouds moving westward. At midnight the «by 
was dazzling red, and at 1 a. m. there was another 
heavy fallof rain. The killed and wounded be- 
long almost exclusively tothe poor classes, and 
there will be suffering and destitution among 
the survivors. Itis feared there was great loss of 
life and property in the interior points in the track 
of the storm not heard from. Already 23 dead 
bodies have been foundin Richmond county, near 
Rockingham aud Hamlet. 

A PITEOUS TALE FROM POLKTON, 

from Polktop, on the Carolina Central railroad, 
comes one of the saddest stories of the devastating 
storm. Mr. F. M. Gray, of Ansun county, lived 
near Polkton. Monday night he retired as usual 
with his family, but was awsekemed shortly afier 
wards by the timbers of his mansion falling about 
his head. In the twinkling of an eye ruic sur 
rounded him. His house was lifted by the mighty 
whirlwind and shattered along the track of the 
storm. Mr. Gray, with bis childrea, escaped, but 
in the ruin the beloved motherand wife was lest. 
Her dead body was picked up near the scene, and 
the train that arrived at Polkton from Wadesboro 
brought the coffin in which her body was to be in- 
terred, 

DESTRUCTION AND DEATH I§ CABARRUS, 

In the ncighborhood of Pioneer mills, in Cabar- 

ruscounty, the storm raged with unparalleled 


| fury. Mrs. Martha Black, mother of Mr. Black, a 
short time ago moved into her new two-story frame 
dwelling. Shortly after she retired the howling 
wiadsawakened her and hearing the timbers 
eracking the prepared to flee from the house, but 
before she could get ont, the house commenced 
tumbling about her head. Mre. Black’s family aleo 
escaped, but all were iv jured by the 
falling timbers. Mrs. Black, whe is 
an old lady, was quite seriously hurt, About 
& mile from Mrs. Black’s is the homestead of Mr. 
Monroe Lewis. Allof Mr. Lewis’ outhouses were 
blown away, but his dweliing house withstood the 
storm. In the same neighborhood five aweliing 
houres were demolished. Near Mrs. Black’s honse 
a negro cabin wes swept completely away, and the 
negro womau who occupied it was killed, her body 
being borribly mashed. Iler name is unknown. 

The brunt of the storm passed just tothe south 
of Charlotte. giving that portion of the suburbs 
known as Logtown a liveiy brush, making a hard 
effort to Carry several small cabins along with it. 
One old negro man was quietly dozing by his fire- 
place, when the house suddenly moved off leavirg 
him seated in hischair. The falling shingles and 
boards and logs encompassed him round about, 
bu; he came out of the wreck triumphant and with- 
out a single bruise. 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDSD. 

About fifty lives were lost in North Carolina by 
the recent cyclone, anda equal number of persons 
were injured,

CAROLINA CROOKEDNESS. 


inspector Ballin Explains How Marshal Blythe Feath- 
ered His Neat, 

Wasuinoton, February 21.—Ralph Ballin, 
in his testimony to-day before ‘he commiitee 
investigating expenditurts in the department 
of justice, suid that there were more than 60 
deputy marshals in South Carolina, He had 
examined the accounts of more than 30 of 
thempend found that two-thirds of these had 
made false and fraudulent statements. 
He also testified that he had exam- 
ined into the official conduct of 
United States Marshal Blythe, of that state, 
and found tbat he bad ignored the instruc- 
tions of the department and the laws enacted 
by congress for the guidance of marshals and 
disbursing officers; that he was personally 
responsible for reporting only about one fifth 
of the amount of fees and commissions earn 
ed in the civil cases; that be had frequently 
trausmitted to the treasury department, 10 
be allowed in his favor, receipts and vouchers 
from wWitvesses of the United States and 
jailers in charge of prisouers, without having 
paid to such creditors of the United States 
tne full amount specified in such receipts or 
vocher, and had made untrue statements in 
explanation of the reasens why he did not 
pay theirclaims. He said he had applied 
the fands entrusted to him for purposes other 
than those previded in the act making 
the appropriation; that he had _ ren- 
dered to the department weekly 
itemized reports of disbursements, which did 
not hew all the payments made, and weekly 
statements of public funds in which he re- 
ported fictitious balances, and that he had 
knowingly presented to the treasury depart- 
ment for approval accounts for fees and ex- 
penses of deputy marshal, containing false 
und franduient items, and had given as an 
excuse that he did not examine the accounts 
when he mede oath as to their correctness, 
Mr. Ballin also testified tnat 27 deputy marshals 
had rendered false, fraudulent and ficticious 
accounts for services rendered by tbem.

AN INFURIATED WIDOW. 


Mra. Bethune Creates a sensaticn In a Ooroner’s 
U flice. 

Witminctron, February 21.—The alleged 
wife of Colonel John G,. Bethune, Manager 
for *Biind ‘Tom,’, who was run over and 
kiJed by atrain of cars at the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore railroad station 
on Sunday morning, cieated a genuine sensa- 
tion at the county morgue this morning. With 
the desire of consulting with the father and 
all interested parties, the coroner deferred 
holding an: inquest until to-day. : 

Mrs. Bethune presented a written demana 
for the body and personal effects of the de- 
ceased. A similar demand was made by the 
father, James N. Bethune, on the ground that 
he was the next uf kin, and executor, etc, of 
the last will of his sun. 

After a verdict of accidental death had been 
rendered Mrs. Bethune demanded, that the 
body snould be given ber for burial and not 
to the deceased’s father audsister. No atten- 
tion was paid to her demands, 

Mrs. Beihune left the apartment and went 
into the street, where Mr. Hildreth, counsel 
for the deceased’s father, was standing. He 
returned to the building, she following, and 
with clinched fists, which she shook vig- 
orously in uncomfortable proximity to his 
face, denounced him as an unprincipled 
scoundrel. She made an earnest 
effort to plant one of her  hsts 
furcibly upon Mr. Hildreth’s nose, buttheat- 
torney dodged his head, and the blow went 
wide of its mark. Approaching the lawyer 
who had opposed her efforts, Mrs. Bethune 
grabbed him by the throat, and lifiing her 
umbrella above ber, evidently intended c:ud- 
bing him. Coroner Smith caught tbe up- 
raised weapon before it fell, and, seizing the 
angry weman by the collar, ejected ber irom 
the building. 

The body was then placed in the undertak- 
er’s wagon to be taken to the depot for ship- 
ment to the deceased’s old home in Warren- 
town, Va. Mrs, Bethune was overcome at 
being worsted, and, as the remains were 
driven away in the wagon, fell fainting into 
her brother in-law’s arms 

The alieged bereaved widow and her counsel 
returned tou New York to-night.

REFORM IN WASHINGTON, 


The Cengressioua! Organization—Sebu'or Celqultt’s 

Recevot A4ddreesa-—the Anti-Liquor Movement. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, February 21.—The concerted 
effort of all the temperance associations in 
Washington’to suppress the low dives in the 
city and in every way to discourage liquor 
drinking, hasreceived an auxiliary from con- 
gress. What is known as the Congressional 
temperance association numbers a _ large 
membership of senators and representatives. 
[ts president .is Representative Robert B 
Vance, of North Carolina, brother of Senator 
Zebulon b. Vance, A large 
mass meeting was held last 
Sunday at the Metropolitan Methodist 
church. After an address by Mr. Vance 
Senator Colquitt was called on. He spoke 
especially ot the report, which had been read 
to the meeting, that the district of Columbia 
bad one thousand drinking saloons. The 
senator deeply deprecated this fact and said 
he regretted that it would go to the world 
slong with so much in praise of the city. Its 
magnificent buildings, its beautiful parks, 
its matchless avenues would make a loyelier 
record if this shadow could be removed from 
it. General C. A Evans, of Augus'a, who had 
arrived in Washington only a few minutes 
before, was preset, and, by request, madea 
few appropriate remarks. None ofthe speak- 
ers said anything to justify the accusation of 
some thin skinned Was ipngtonians that the 
city was the ebject of unjust reflections, They 
regretted the abuse of intoxicating beverages 
here as they did elsewhere and referred to 
thenumber of barroomsin Washington be 
cause the meeting was considering the best 
means to discourage intemperance in this 
eltv. Washington is not any worse than 
some other cities of its size in this country, 
but itis bad enough. The prodigal habits of 
the thousands of government employes here 
is notorious. Nine-tenthsof them are with- 


out a cent a week after pay day. A horae of 
usurers live on their weaknesses. The sup: 
port of the institutions of dissipation comes 
largely from this class. The fact that Wash- 
ington has improved in appearance is not 
more striking than the decrease wiihin its 
limits of all sorts of vice during the past five 
years. The city is eminently respectable 
compared to what it was ten years. ago or 1D 
the wild flush days before the war. 


THE MEXICAN PENSIONERS. 


Postponed Uanaili satarday—fhe Labor 
Which Has Accompanied it. 
Specials to the Constitution, 

WasHINGTON, February 21.—Tbhe Mexican 
pension biil was staved off in the house to- 
day by the military academy bil), but will 
come up Saturdaywith good chance ol passage. 
The democrats have been trying ever since 
the war to pensionthe Mexican veterans. 
They have received suppowt from some in- 
dividual republicans, but that party has con- 
sistentiy opposed, on one pretext or another, 
every effort to pension the men who fougut 
to victory the most profitable war probably 
ever waged by any people. This opposition 
has resulted from the sectionalism of the 
republican party. The great mass of the 
Mexiéap veteranslive in the south. Most of 
them subsequently enlisted in the confeder- 
ate cause. There the difficulty has lain. Tae 
democrats made a manly struggle through ail 
of Monday night, and to 9 o’clock Tuesday, 
to have this bill set for to-day. The repubdii- 
caps took advantage of every 
technicality of the rules, and used 
all the petty arts of  fillibustering. 
to stave off uhe consideration of the measure. 
The first section of the bill reported by Mr. 
Hewitt, of Alabama, chairman of the com 
mittee on pensions, wiil show just who are 
included in the proposed pension list. It is 
as follows:

of the United States in Mexico, or wno served 
thirty daysin the Creek war or @} turbances of 
eigniveen hundnd and thirty five and eighteen 
huodred and thirty six, or im the Florida war 
with the Seminoles from eighteen hundred and 
‘hirty five to eighteen hundred end forty two, or 
in tne Biack Hawk war cfeighteen buaodred and 
thirty-two, and were hopvorabiy 
ducuarged, and such other officers 
and seidiers und sailors as may have bern 
ersopaliy named in any resoiuiion of congress for 
any specificservice in said Wars, alihough ‘peir ierm

The other sections after fixing the pension at 
$8 a month during the natural lives of its 
recipients fix just and proper restrictions to 
prevent abuses by claim agente. They also 
repeal section 716 of the revised statutes, 
which forbids the pensioning of any person 
who has borne arms against the United Sates, 
On this point the ugly feature of the issue 
was anticipated. The forty fifth congress had 
a bill to pension a!l Mexican veterans sub- 
Ject to the section named above, thus ex2tudé 
'ngall who aided in the war of the confederuey 
rbat bill passed the house but failed in the 
sepate. As will be seen, veterans of several 
Indian wars are inciaded. They are ve 
fewand tieir presence in the bill bas been 
the mere pretext of men anxious to defeat 
it by any means they cosld devise. I asked 
Mr. Goldsmith W Hewitt, anthor of the bill, 
about theseIndian war veterans. He said: “FE 
think they should be incimded by al) means, 
They fought in wars reguiar'y declared and 
waged by authority of the government, 
They volunteered when troops were asked to 
swppress such troubles and to prevent 
cruelty to our people... The Seminole war 
lasted seven years. Many good men lost their 
livesinit. The survivors had endured great 
hardships. They are old now. Most of them 
are poor. They richly deserve pensions ”’ 

‘What do yow estimate as the cost of your 
entire list of proposed pensioners?" 

“I donot believe it will exceed $1,300,000 
avear,and I am certain it cannot go over 
$2,000-000. Thatisa petty sum for pension 
purposes according to our modern usages,”’

CONGRESSIONAL INACTIVITY. 

We are nearing the first day of March, or 
the end of the first three months of the con- 
gressional session; and what has congress ac- 
complished? Day after day is occupied with 
smal!i matters,and with prolonged discussions 
over questions of trivialimportance. Not 
an appropriation bill has been sent to the 
senate, and only one has left the appropria 
tions committee. The ways and meanscom- 
mittee has not brought in asingle one of the 
great bills that it was formed 
to consider, and the other lead- 
ing committees have nothing in work 
accomplished and perfected to show at the 
end of the three months that congress has 
been in session. And vet we were promised 
at the outset that this should be a congress of 
exceptional activity and brevity. It was to 
adjourn in May, and the people were to 
rejoice. But all such dreams have vanisbed 
into thin air. The appropriation bills were 
never more belated, and there is no pros- 
pect of an adjournment until the 
heat and the malarious marshes fairly compel 
it. The house will be held responsible for 
the waste of valuable time, and it should 
take up at once the real and important busi- 
ness of the season, and cease to interest itself 
with small matters. An adjournment in 
June would not be impossible if it would 
work with a willand with an eye single to 
the public good. The wasting of time in the 
first months of the session involves either a 
hurried winding up or important measures 
left over on the calendars. The democrats 
of the house should take good care that they 
be not held respo.sible for either imperfect 
legislation orneglect of their duties. Taey 
should, in a word, get downto business at 
once.

BISMAKCK’S LITTLE ViCTORY. 

lt turis out that toat noble Jover of human 
liberty and progress, Prince Bismarck, has 
really returned the jobnthomas Ochiltree 
resolutions passed by congress. It will turn 
out, moreover, that he has a better under- 
standing with, anda more intimate knowl 
edge of, the party which has control of the 
administration, and which constitutes’ the 
government. than the London Times, which 
has expressed the opinion that the United 
States are rather too sensitive to brook such 
an insuit as Bismarck has put upon them. 
The government of the United States, as it is 
constituted to-day, is a corrupt concern, 
which is quite ready to pocket any in- 
suit putupon it, especially if, asin this in- 
stance, the party it represents can manage to 
make some sort of political capital out of the 
fact that the house of representatives which 
originated the resolutions is aftlicted with a 
democratic majority. 

The scheme has fallen short of its purpose, 
but we have no doubt tnat even before the 
resolutions reached Berlin, the German min.- 
ister at Washington had informed Bismarck 
that theirsummary return would not be re- 
ceived with disfavor by the republicans. The 
Germano minister was right. What under ordi- 
nary circumstances, would be regarded as an 
insult, is received placidly by the republican 
papers, but witb an air of disappointment, as 
if they had expected something more in 
the nature of a sensation. The tone of the 
republican press is about thesame. The New 
York Tribune, representing the thoroughly 
tamed east, declares that such a rude repulse, 
so serious an affront, should not be discussed 
angrily. The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, 
edited in whole and in part by Field Marshal 
Murat Halstead, who drank a canteen of 
whisky on the German side during the 
Franco-Prussian war, declares that the blunt 
and plein spoken chancellor should be com- 
mended for pulling out the tail-feathers of 
the American eagie.

~ DEAD IN THE MINE 


ANOTHER HORR'IBL® TRAGEDY OF 
FIRE DAMP. 


A Pen” sylvania Mine Suffers an Explosion, in Which 
a Large Number of Persons are Killed and 
Wounded—Taking Out the Dead- Scenes 
at the Opening—A Narrow Escape. 


UNIontownN, Pa., February 21 —The little min. 
ing villege of West Leisninog. four miles north of 
here, was yesterday morning the scene of the most 
terrific explosion ever known in the ec ke region. 
The Connelisville cosl end iron company, of 
which Judge Leisning, of Mauch Chunk. is presj- 
dent, have 200 coke ovens here, which have been 
in operation about a year, and the works of which 
give employment to about 100 men, quite 
a litde town has rfprung up, Damed 
efter the presidentef the company.

He then started forthe main entrance, bidding 
bis companion to follow. 

ihey rau over the bodies of men and over the 
shattered wagons. 

They could see no‘hiaog, but cou'd hear groans 
ofthedyirngmen. Presentiy Bal-ley’s comparing 
pro‘ested that they were not going the right di. 
rec'ion and turned back Like Lot's wife, he 
periso.d.

When the news of the explosion flashed around, 
the familiesef the men gathered about the shaft 
and were crezy with suspense. Balsiey’s story gave 
them little ground for the hupe that apy could be 
gotoutalive, So Gangerous was theafter damp 
thatit wasfullytwo hours before any volunteem 
could enter the mines. Many were on hana ready 
to make thesearch but upableto ¢o eo until the 
hope of rescuing the urfortunates alive had fled, 
It was anout 8 o'clock when the first body 
was broughtout. It wasthatof Michael Ripka, @ 
Hungarian, whose wife and two children were 
yaiting and weeping at the shei:. The face bore 
no marks of violeuce, ard he had evidently died 
of suffocation. The work of rescuing the bodies 
went on rapidly by willing hands, and at rooa IS 
bodies had been carried wut. 

The company’s books were then cxamined, the 
roli called, andit was annouueced thatall the mea 
wereeccounted for. The work proceeded quietly 
andin orderamid the sobs and subdued weeping 
of the stricken families. The bodies were taken to 
their homes near by and laid our, 

The last maa taken out alive was Henry Wilson, 
who managed to subsist on ithe air at the very bor 
tom of the mine until rescued. He was almost 
gone. Many of these who “ere in other parts of the 
mine suffered severely. Dick Balsiey reperis that 
the men acted much like horses iu a burning sta- 
ble They were bewild¢red and not knowiag which 
way to go, refused to goin any direction. Some 
were so burned that ihe flesh dropp:d of fa placces 
when removed. Thescetie at the «fflicted homes 
toenight was heartrending beyoud cescription. 
In Hackney’s hou-re lie two corpres. In 
the house of the mungarian. Ripko, perhips is the 
saddest tight, This fami'y seem adyauced far 
beyond their average Gountr)men in civiliza- 
tion and the home was cheerfu! and attractive. lhe

THE ANGRY CHANCELLOR'S DIP- 
LOMATIC RUDENESS. 


Have Been Misled by Reports From France 
and England—Minister Sargent Ignored 
~—Other News of Iuterest., Etc., Ete, 


Wasuinoton, February 21.—Von Eisen- 
drecker, German minister, said to a reported 
of the associated press to day that he had not 
yet received any official notice of the return 
of the resolutions in regard to the death of 
Herr Lasker, He had, however, read the dis- 
patches from Berlin published in the newsps- 
pers on to-day, and was not surprised at their 
nature, es the statement made by Bismarck 


was jast such a one as he supposed 
would be made. He believed the ex- 


planation wou'd be entirely satisfac'ory, 
as showing that no offense had been given, 
and no ill feeling created, by the resolutions, 
and be did not think Bismarck’s action 
would give rise toa feeling of indignation in 
this country. Heregretted that undue im- 
portance and significance hsd been attached 
to the action of Bismarck, and that the press 
of this country bad been deceived by news 
from English and French s»urces into pnt- 
ting an unfriendly construction upon Bis- 


marck’s action, which was certainly not 
warranted by the facts in the case. Von 
Eisdendrecker regarded the return ot the 


resolutions as a simple expression of the po- 
litical views which did notindicate any anger 
on Bismarck’s part, and should not causeany 
ill feeling in this country. 
BISMAKCK’8S LETTER DISCUSSED 

3ERLIN, + bruary 21 —The North German 
Gazette, Bismarck’s organo, repels the attacks 
of the opposition newspapers op the action 
of Bismarck relative to tbe Lasker resolution. 
It points out that they donot express the. 
slightest indignation at the atrempt of a for- 
eign body to interfere with the internal affairs 
of Germany. The request addressed to Bis- 
marck by Minister Sigeant was of such are 
markable ciaracter that it could only be ex- 
plained by hisignoranceof diplomatic usage, 


Itamounted to nothing less than asking 
the emperor to indorse the _ vote of 


a foreign body, and to have it vised to the 
reichstat. Vrince Bismarck’s duty is simply 
to execute the commands of the emperor. 
Prince Bismarck is notin the employ of the 
international democracy of the German. em- 
pire. Inthe same way that the American 
congress hed attempted to cause the glorifica- 
tion of the late leader of. the German seces- 
sionists by the emperor, so could any foreign 
progressist body seek to give avote of conti- 
dencein Herr Richster, or a socialist body a 
similar vote in Herr Bebbe. 

The National Gazette says that Prince B 
marck’s decree is deprived of all sting for 
congress and the American peopie, because 
the whole affairis made an entire matter of 
internal German policy. -1t is doubtful 
whether it would have been necessary to 
trouble the emperor regarding such a purely 
formal matter as banding the Lasker resolu- 
tion to the reicbstag. At any rate, the con- 
sent of the crown to hand to the reicbstag 
‘the funds subscribed in America for the re- 
lief of the inundated last year was never asked, 
and numerous other instances of a similar de- 
scription miight be cited. 

The Deutsche Tageblatt, conservative, se- 
recely attacks Minister Sargent for co-operat- 
ing with the progressists and secessionis's in 
economic questions.

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THE DANVILLE RIOT. 


A Witness Whe Watched the Whole Affair from His 
Wiadew, 

WASHINGTON, February 21.—Iin the Danville 
investigation to-day J. D. Blackwell, judge of 
the corporation court of Danville, described 
the riot which he witnessed in its entirety 
from his window opposite to the position of 
the whites. His description tallied with oth- 
ers heretofore given. In reply to Senator 
Vance, witness said he had not issued warrants 
for any of the participants in the riot, and 
had adyised the magistrate not to issue any 
until the election then pending was over and 
quiet restored, when it was expected the peo 
ple would come forward and enter complaint. 

“I thought,” said the judge, “at one time 
that I myself would issue a warrant against 
Lea, as the only man whom I could say that 
I could recognize. I concluded, as! would 
not do it, on farther reflecton, I thought that 
it was best to submit the whole matter to the 
grand jury.’ Witness himself drew the 
grand sary They were, so far as he knew, 
respectable men. Noone came forward, as 
witness had expected to make complaint at 
all. ‘‘The truth is,”’ he said, ‘I failed en- 
tirely to appreciate the condition of public 
affairs. I thought that after this fight 
and peace was restored, that the persons who 
were wounded and the relatives of those who 
were killed would come forward to make 
complaint.’”” SenatorSherman resuming the 
direct examination, handed to witness a copy 
of the Danville circular, and asked if its 
statements were true, Witness replied that 
some of them were true, but in his opinion a 
great majority of them were false.

ELEHANT SHOO$6ING. 


How The Great Glanis are KUled. 
From the London Field. 

There stood the two full-sized tuskers with- 
in easy shooting distance. One had enor- 
mously large tusks, and stood facing me with 
his head weil up, so that toreach his brain 
my bullet would needto have penetrated 
quite two feet of trunk. The other, with 
much smaller tusks, stood broadside on, bis 
head screened by the bamboos. Resting one 
knee, and with the mnzzle of the express 
against the tree, | waited, hoping the monster 
would lower hishead, but when he shifted 
his position it was merely to lift his head and 
trunk still bigher in search of succulent bam- 
boos. Several minutes passed in this way, 
during which my nerves recovered them- 
selves. Just then the smaller tuskeribacked 
a couple of steps and offered me the temple 
shot. I deliberaiely covered him, bearing in 
my mind all the coaching I had formerly re- 
ceived from elephant slayers—a line drawn 
from ear to eye as a base, from the center of 
which is raised a line at right aneles and six 
inches high. By joining the ends ofthe base 
with this apex a small imeginary triangle is 
formed, within which the bullet must be 
planted. I wasin no hurry, felt quite cool, 
and aimed at the center of the fatai triangle. 
Bang! went therifle. Instantly both elephants 
reared, curling their trunks. For a few 
seconds thus they faced us, then turned and 
fied. Hither I had no chance of using them 
with eftect or itdid notoccur to me that I 
had a second barrel, besides a spare gun rest- 
ing on the tree. I confess I was much aston- 
ished ut the little effect of my first fire. It 
was afterward found tbat the bullet had 
buried itself in a mass of bone just above the 
brain. We conid see no blood trai], but the 


track left behind their impetuous rush was 
easily followed.

hrough this tangled mass the elephant tore 
his way, and it was a comparatively easy 
thing to follow in his track, but next to im- 
possible to penetrate in any other direction. 
When the elephant st»pped, we stopped, 
hoping always that a shot might be obtained. 
At last he madea longer halt than 
The result of his deliberations was clearly a 
determination to be rid of his pursuers, as he 
suddenly turned round, and faced us at 5U 
yards. Instinctively I felt he meant to 
charge. I had changed the express for the 
smoothbore, which is better adapted for 
quick shooting. On camethe brute in ‘full 
career. It is impossible for metoanalyze my 
state of mind at that moment. The upper- 
most feeling was not that { bad to kill the 
beast, but that I had to stopthe charge. It 
was well I did not think of running. for that 
would have been fatal. I reserved fire till he 
seemed quite near, and then blazed into the 
center oi his forhead.

The special committee compored of Alder-

TOBE TURNER 'O HANG, 


The Meriwether County swiegiog Booked for Friday, 
Apri the 18ub, 1884. 

Tobe Turner was yesterday brought back 
to Atlanta and given hisold quarters in the 
Fulton county jail, where be will remain un 
til about the 17:h of April, when be will be 
taken back to Greenyilie to pay the penalty 
assessed against him. 

Turner was taken from the Fulton county 
jailon Tuesday last, and under a strong 
guard, was conducted to Greenville and 
placed in the Meriwether county jail, where 
he rewained until Wednesday afternoon late, 
when he wastaken intoihe courtroom to 
receive his final Sentence and to 
ascertain how many more dsays_ he 
weuld heave on this earion. When Turner en- 
tered the couriroom it was almost impossi- 
ble for bim to pass through the dense throng 
that filled the buileing. Among those who 
were present were Turner’s wother, wife and 
two children. These were given seats near 
the prisoperand the tableau presented was a 
most touching ope. The fond mother whose 
heart is bowed down with the great weight 
of grief, and ihe devoted wife, whose life has 
been given to her husband, filled the ceurt- 
room with their sobs, while the two bright 
children, too young to realize what was going 
on, gave expression to;the great fear by the 
manner in which they clung to their mother. 
After order had been restored Judge Harris 
arose and firmly. but gently said: 

‘Pieasant M. Turner, stand up!”’ 

Turner arose and as he did so the silence in 
the court room was painful. His manner 
was firm apd with an unflinching eye he 
turned his face from his loved ones to tbe 
judge to hear the words that would make 
those he loves best sonless, husbandless and 
fatherless, The judge said: - 

‘Ata special term of this court, held in 
December, 1882, you were placed upon trial 
for the offense of murder. The jury trying 
the issue found you guilty. At that term of 
the court the sentence of this court was 
passed upon you. Upon the verdict in that 
case a motion for pew trial was made and 
submitted to myself. Tbe mction for new 
trial was overruled, and your case was then 
carried by bill of exception to the supreme 
courtof this state and they affirmed the 
judgment of this court, and the judgment of 
the supreme court has been made the judg:

Several weeks ago he had a se- 
vere atiack of vertigo, which confined him 
to his room fora number of days Ttis was 
followed by three or four similar at- 
tacks, Recently his mind

At times he was ‘‘fligh:y’’ and then again his 
reason would assert itssway. A few days ago 
he was seized with the last vertigo, and this 
appears to have prostrated him completely, 
mentally and physically. His many friends 
hope to learn of his entire recovery soon.

SLEEP WALKERS. 


SOME SIRANGE FREAKS OF SOM- 
NAMBULIsTS. 


A Talk With a Prominent Atlanta Physician on the 
Doings of hese Sirange Specimens of Human- 
ity—A German Who Writes Poetry in 
His Sieep-A SBervant’s Capers. 


A story is told of a German student—a 
somnambulist—who on one occasion arose 
from his sleep and wrote some verses on a 
subject which he had vainly wrestled with 
when awake, 

“Are many such stories told of somnam- 
bulists?”’ asked a ConsTITUTION man Of a well- 
known physician yesterday. 

“There are,’ was thereply. “There isa 
case on record of a man at Milledgeville 
who used to arise in his sleep and 
goouton the roof of his house and walk 
along where it would have been utterly im- 
possible for him to have stood had he been 


awake. 1] have heard of a man who was ac- 
customed to go down the steep side of a 
mountain to a creek, undress and go in and 
take a bath. He would then come out, dress 
and return home, all thetime being wholly 
unconscious of what he was doing.’’ 

‘What is somnambu ism?” 

“| don’t know. The somnambulist seems 
to dream, and to have the power to act thata 
sleeping man bas not. Someof them relate 
as dreams what they do when they take these 
night waiks. There is a story 
toid of a young nobleman in the 
city of Brenstein who was observed by his 
brothers to rise in his sleep, put on his cloak 
and having opened the casement, to mount 
by the helpof apulley to tne roof of the 
There, he was seen to tear in 
pieces a magpie’s nest and wrap the young 
birds in his cluak, He returned to his apart- 
meut, having placed his cloak by bim with 
the birds init. Inthe morning he awoke 
and related the adventure as having occurred 
inadream and was greatly surprised when 
he was led to the roof of the tower aud shown 
the demolished nest as wellas the magpies 
concealed in his cloak,”’

“They usually do. I bave noticed that 
actresses who play Lady Macbeth all accept 
thatidea.

AN INTERESTING CASE, 

One ot the most interesting cases is report- 
ed by Muratori. Says he: 

“Signor Augustin was an Italian nobleman, 
dark, thin, melancholic and cold-blooded, 
addicted to the study of the 
abstract sciences His attacks occurred at the 
waning of the moon, and were stronger in 
autumn and winter than in thesummer.

He was lying 
upon his _ back, and sleeping with 
open, staring, unmoved eyes. We 
were told that this was a sure sign that he 
would walk in hissleep. I felt his bandsand 
found them extremely cold, and his pulse 
beat so slowly that bis blood seemed not to 
circulate. It was about midnight when Sig- 
nor Augustin drew aside the ‘bed curtains 
with violence, arose and put on his clothes, 
I wentupto him and heid the light under 
hbisevyes. Hetook no notice of it, although 
his eyes were wide open and staring. He 
fastened on his sword; warmed himself in an 
arm chair by the fire. He went to his ward- 
robe, took out some things, got others disar- 
ranged, put them in order again, locked 
the dovor and put the key in his 
pocket. He‘then went into a court and 
caught and bridled his horse. He appeared 
confused when he did not find the saddle in 
iis accustomed place, but finally mounted 
the horse and rode to another side of the 
courtand tied his horse. From there he went 
intotbe house and walked into a parlor 
where he played several airs on a harpsicord. 
After moving about for two hours be went 
to his roomend threw bimself on his bed, 
where heslept nine or ten hours. The ser- 
vants declared that they could only put an 
end to his paroxysms by tickling him under 
the soles of his feet, or by blowing a trumpet 
in his ears.”’ 

A SERVANT S SOMNAMBULISTIC DOINGS, 

Negretti was a servant about twenty-four 
years old and wasa sieep-walker from his 
eleventh year, but his attacks only occurred 
in March. He would arise in his sleep, ar- 
range the table, stand at the back of his mas- 
ter’s chair long enough to give him time to 
eat and then clear the cloth. He would then 
lock up the house and ar- 
range for going to bed and 
after doing so would be awakened. Hecould 
remember nothing of his somnambulistic ac- 
tions. He would awake when water was 
thrown in his face, and would be faint and 
stupid for sometime. He acted from force of 
babit, and ifa door through which he had 
passed was afterward sbut he would run 
against it when hereturned. If he carrieda 
candle and a bottle was substituted he would 
not know the difference. Once he was eating 
in bis sleep and said: 

‘‘How can I forget. To-day is Friday and I 
must not dine.”’ 

He then locked up everything and went to 
bed. On one occasion he ate several cakes of 
bread and some salad, which he had just be- 
fore demanded of the cook. He then went 
with a lighted candle into the cellar and drew 
some wine which he drank. All these acts he | 
performed as usual and carried a tray upon 
which were wine glasses and knives, turning 
it obliquely on passing through a narrow 
doorway but avoiding any accident. 

STRANGE FREAKS OF SLEEP WALKERS, 

Itissaid of Negretti that he sat down to 
eat a bowl of salad which he had prepared. 
It was taken from him and some strongly 
seasoned cabbage putin its place, that he ate 
without perceiving the difference. Ue sniff- 
ed ground coffee in place of snuff, which he 
had demanded. Oiher sleep-waikers have 
been known to detect these deceptions. In 
general, somnambulists do not hear persons 
who talk aloud in their presence. 

A voung priest used to arise and write his 
sermons in his sleep,reading them aloud after 
doing so and makivg corrections and inter- 
lineations with most remarkable acctracy 
even correcting grammatical errors and in- 
correctly spelled words. He also composed 
music and wrote it while asleep, putting in 
clefs, sharps and flats. 

Sompambulists have been known to fall 
from dangerous heights and even be killed 
on being awakened while taking their sleer 
walks. The attliction is said to be hereditary 
and is sometimes caused by intemperance.
